Among those who will actually sit 
at the conference table, Admiral 
Baron Kato, head of the Japanese 
delegation and naval minister of the 
Japanese governmnt, made himself 
the centre of attraction by a public 
Statement asserting that his nation 
Was willing, in the interest of a suc- 
cessful conference to go to the length 
of reducing her “eight-eight’ naval
